ana government offi¬ 
cials were not to pleased when Gover¬ 
nor Engler announced his veto on state 
revenue sharing, Romulus Mayor 
Alan Lambert was no exception. 
Ready to take on the Governor to as¬ 
sure his city wouldn't lose much need¬ 
ed aid, Lambert headed to Lansing last 
week. 

State revenue sharing is aid sup¬ 
plied by the state to local municipali¬ 
ties to help maintain services such as 
police, fire, emergency services, dis¬ 
patch, building code enforcement, or¬ 
dinance enforcement, and elections. 

Romulus would stand to lose $1.2 
to $1.5 million dollars in state aid rev¬ 


enue sharing if the Governor’s veto 
were to stand. 

‘The city of Romulus would have 
suffered had not Governor Engler's 
dangerously cynical veto been over¬ 
ridden.” said Lambert. “I am of the 
opinion that had the veto stood, a 
number of communities would have 
gone into receivership and a great 
many hard working citizens would 
have been made to pay the cost of that 
decision through loss of employment 
and loss of vital city-provided ser¬ 
vices.” 

Lambert attended a rally in Lans¬ 
ing last Tuesday, August 13 to join 
forces with over 4,000 elected offi¬ 
cials, police officers, firefighters, 
teachers, and others to show their dis¬ 
approval and voice concern over the 


cuts and what it would mean to their 
communities. 

Attending the rally with Lambert; 
Chief Charles Kirby, Fire Chief Dave 
Allison, Finance Department Direc¬ 
tor Debbie Hoffman, and Economic 
Development Director Tim Keyes. 
‘Tuesday’s rally truly proved that we 
are a federal, state, and local govern¬ 
ment of, by and for the people. 
Members of the State House and the 
Senate heard the voice of the people 
and the response was an overwhelm¬ 
ing override of Governor Engler's at¬ 
tempt to withhold money that the citi¬ 
zens of this great state have earned the 
right to,” said Lambert 

The house did override the veto lat¬ 
er that afternoon on a vote of 105-1. 
The Senate voted 36-1 to do the same.

Airport noise program draws critics 

Residents unhappy with program progress

Residents unhappy with Wayne 
County’s Noise Compatibility Program 
attended last Monday’s Romulus 
Council meeting to be heard. 

On hand to give a report on the pro¬ 
gram progress to date; Scott Roberts, 
program director. 

Homeowners in Romulus were in¬ 
troduced to the county program nearly 
ten years ago in order to help drown 
out some of the noise from airplanes 
flying over their homes in and out of 
Detroit Metro Airport Federal guide¬ 
lines allowed the county to establish a 
program to benefit homeowners in ar¬ 
eas where potential noise impacts 
would affect residents in their day-to- 
day lives. 

Studies were conducted to identify 
where state and federal noise standards 
were being exceeded, and a plan was 
presented to soundproof homes within 
those areas. 

The county has spent more than 
$54 million, although nearly 80% of 
that is from the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration. The plan would offer re¬ 
location, property acquisition and 
soundproofing of existing homes. 

More than 500 homes have been 
soundproofed, with an additional 204 
parcels of land or homes having been 
purchased by the county. 

Roberts in his report indicated that 
the program is progressing nicely with 
23 homes not yet completed, and an 
additional 30 that have not yet closed 
“We are trying to put the program to 
bed” said Roberts. One glitch has be¬ 
come apparent in the past week in 
which homeowners have received a 
Notice of Furnishing from a contractor 
hired by the county to provide the 
soundproofing. 

The contractor contends that the 
county has not paid their bill, forcing 
him to give notice to homeowners 
that me may place a lien on their 
homes to force payment. However, 
Roberts told the council that the con¬ 
tractor has been paid and homeown¬ 
ers will not have to come up with the 
money in order to avoid a lien. 

In response to the Notice of Fur¬ 
nishing Roberts told council, “It is an 
inflammatory and misleading letter. 
It implied that homeowners might

have to take legal action or pay some 
unpaid bills,” said Roberts. Charles 
Miller, council member was visibly 
concerned because homeowners have 
contacted him about the letter. “Do 
these letters have impact on them being 
able to complete home loans or mort¬ 
gages,” asked Miller? 

Roberts assured the council that the 
Notice of Furnishing has not been filed 
with the county so it has not become a 
lien. “We have a full unconditional 
waiver of lien,” said Roberts. “Should 
he try to file a lien, he will be reminded 
of that” 

Miller then responded asking 
Roberts if Wayne County had bonded 
the issue out assuring homeowners 
there will be no charge to them. 
Roberts affirmed that was the case. He 
also told council that if the contractor 
tries to place a lien on the homes the 
county will take legal action against 
him. “The program has paid the con¬ 
tractor within the guidelines estab¬ 
lished,” said Roberts. 

The Notice of Furnishing wasn’t 
the only issue concerning residents in¬ 
volved in the program. Larry Mc¬ 
Craight, Romulus School Board Presi¬ 
dent spoke on behalf of residents on 
Taft Street near the airport. Addressing 
council and the Mayor. McCraight told 
of elderly residents who have become 
prisoners in their own homes. “They 
are doing terrible,” said McCraight. 
“They are not doing the job they said 
they would do. We are captives in our 
own homes. We can’t go out into our 
yards and enjoy them.” 

McCraight also talked about homes 
that were bought to be demolished but 
still stand. “They moved the people 
out across the street, bought the house 
because of all the black mold, 
promised to demolish it, and it is still 
standing,” he said. “They made our 
neighborhood absolute trash.” 

Imploring council to hear the con¬ 
cerns of the residents, McCraight told 
them, “You are all sitting there saying, 


we know, we know, but we need your 
help because we are really getting the 
shaft over there.” 

McCraight has had many problems 
with the contractors working on his 
home. He demanded recently that they 
remove the plastic tubing they put un¬ 
derneath his house to replace the heat 
vents. As of yet, they haven’t done it 
“They should have come through and 
bought out the entire neighborhood” 
said McCraight “I haven’t talked to 
anyone who is satisfied yet 

Roberts did indicate to the council 
that a survey conducted by the county 
asking homeowners if they were happy 
with the program has yet to be com¬ 
pleted with many homeowners either 
not answering the survey or refusing to 
participate. Some homeowners have 
indicated they are satisfied. The pro¬ 
gram has installed new windows, 
doors, air conditioning, siding, heating 
and in some cases, roofing in order to 
assure less aircraft noise within the 
home. 

‘There is a problem that is facing us 
in this town,” said William Wadsworth, 
council member. “The new south run¬ 
way is pelting those people with 747’s, 
going 500 feet above them. The coun¬ 
ty commission is going to have to do 
something about that, there’s no ifs, 
ands, or buts about it,” he said. 

Some residents did attend Mon¬ 
day’s meetings with pictures to show 
the council. Many show airplanes fly¬ 
ing just above the homes. Those resi¬ 
dents were not eligible for the sound¬ 
proofing project according to the coun¬ 
ty 

Leo Zbikowski, lifelong Romulus 
resident, and homeowner on Hanison 
in Romulus, brought pictures of air¬ 
crafts passing just over his home. 
“We can stand there and feel our 
whole entire body vibrate,” said 
Zbikof'ski. His home is located near 
the new East and West runway. Resi¬ 
dents complain that the noise is over¬ 
powering, and thait the planes leave a 
residue on their homes. 

The program, which had stalled 
when the AG’s office wanted to in¬ 
vestigate contracting complaints, and 
when the county had to relieve con¬ 
tractors due to those complaints is ex¬ 
pected to be finished in the very near 
future. “We are assisting all home- 
owners in getting their homes taken 
care of,” said Roberts.

Reports of vio¬ 
lent tendencies depicted in graphic 
drawings and writings, along with 
past behavior problems indicated to 
some teachers and counselors that 
the youth could very well be the one 
responsible for the incident. 

Molic confessed to investigators 
in early March that he had killed the 
stray dog in a field behind the 
school. 

He was charged with animal cru¬ 
elty, and animal torture.

Imagine a place where children 
are unable to get immunizations, see 
a doctor, or get the medicine they 
need. You are probably thinking of a 
backwoods or banana republic coun¬ 
try, right? Well, believe it or not I’m 
talking about right here in Inkster, 


and Michigan as a whole. Right here, 
many of our children live without 
health insurance needlessly. 

The feet is that most, if not all, are 
eligible for low cost or free health care 
coverage offered through MIChild 
and Healthy Kids.

We take the United States 
Postal Service for granted today. 
Many do not use it as it has been 
used in the past. Long before 
electronic mail and telephones, 
mail was the way that people kept 
in touch with family and friends 
across the miles. It was the 
means to send packages and or¬ 
der many items not available 
readily in local stores. 

In 1827 the first post office 
came to this area in Bucklin 
Township, in the hamlet of 
Schwarzburg on Schwarzburg 
Road (now Wayne Road) and Ann 
Arbor Trail. Three years later the 
township was renamed Nankin, 
but the post office kept the name 
of Schwarzburg. The mail came 
from Detroit to Schwarzburg once 
a week via Michigan Avenue to 
Dearborn to Ann Arbor Trail to 
Schwarzburg and on to the City of 
Ann Arbor, a mail route of 42 
miles. It took between 14 and 18 
hours to complete. 

(In 1827 a letter traveling 400 
miles required 40-cents, which 
was paid by the recipient. En¬ 
velopes were not used in those 
days; the message was written on 
one side of the paper, the paper 
was folded and addressed on the 
blank side.) 

Nankin Tbwnship was divided 
into Nankin Township and Livo¬ 
nia Township in 1835. The post of¬ 
fice in Schwarzburg was then in 
Livonia and Nankin needed a post 
office of its own. At that time the 
most populated area of Nankin 
Township was in South Nankin, 
also called Derby’s Comers. It 
was in 1838 that the Michigan 
Central Railroad came to Derby’s 
Comers, but they didn’t call it by 
its name. The railroad named the 
stops as they chose and they

chose to call the stop in Derby’s 
Comers “Wayne”. Since there was 
never a plat by the name of South 
Nankin nor Derby’s Comers, and 
since the railroad named the stop 
Wayne, the postal service followed 
suit and the new post office was 
officially called “Wayne.” 

(By the way, a most unusual 
event took place in 1845, the post 
office lowered the cost of postage 
to five-cents for a letter that trav¬ 
eled 300 miles!) 

In 1835 the most convenient 
place in Derby’s Comers to locate 
the post office was in Mr. Derby’s 
store, with Mr Derby serving as 
postmaster. In 1847 Mr. Derby 
moved to Canton Township and 
sold his store to Mr. Clark. It was 
also in 1847 that the post office 
started to use stamps. In 1852 Mr. 
I. D. Bunting took over the Clark 
store and served two terms as 
postmaster. When Mr. John J. 
Wright became the postmaster in 
Wayne, he moved the post office 
to his store, next to the railroad, 
where it remained until 1866. 
Then Mr. Jerry O’Connor became 
post master and moved the post 
office to the O’Connor block on 
Michigan Avenue. 

When Mr. Oliver C. Abll was 
postmaster, he moved the post of¬ 
fice to Newberry and Norris 
Streets. Mr. Charles T. Barnard 
moved the post office to his vari¬ 
ety story in the triangle on the 
east side of Monroe Street, be¬ 
tween Biddle and Norris Streets 
when he became postmaster.

headquarters as to the situation. 

Calling for backup, Lang con¬ 
tinued to pursue Cruze. Although 
his partner Jag was confined in 
the K-9 unit, Lang resisted releas¬ 
ing him due to the flow of traffic 
along Rawsonville Road fearing 
the dog would be injured if he 
emerged in front of an oncoming 
car.

Cruze was bound over by 
Judge William Szlinis on resisting 
charges. Released on $10,000 per¬

Gorton Murder 
Trial Begins 

Although it has been over 10 
years, Nancy Ludwig’s family may fi¬ 
nally have a little justice. 

After years of investigations, 
DNA led police to Jeffrey Gorton, 
age 39. A combined investigation by 
the Flint and Romulus Police De¬ 
partments led to the eventual arrest 
and charges of murder against Gor¬ 
ton in two cases, Ludwig’s, and that 
of Margaret Eby, a University of 
Michigan professor from Flint. 

A preliminary exam in the court¬ 
room of Judge Brian Oakley, 34th 
District Court revealed testimony 
accusing Gorton of raping Ludwig, 
and then slashing her throat. Foren¬ 
sic and DNA tests also offered evi¬ 
dence linking Gorton with that bru¬ 
tal murder DNA evidence found at 
the Eby crime scene was analyzed 
by the Michigan State Police Crime 
Laboratory, and placed into a FBI 
database. The FBI, matching the 
fingerprint of Gorton from an earlier 
conviction, analyzed a fingerprint re¬ 
trieved from the Eby crime scene 
last year. 

Romulus police Lt. Dan Snyder 
participated in the ten year investi¬ 
gation, never giving up alter having 
promised Arthur Ludwig they 
would find his wife’s killer. Attend¬ 
ing Monday’s jury selection, Snyder 
will be on hand to give testimony as 
to the Romulus investigation. Ac¬ 
cording to Snyder; approximately 30 
witnesses will testify. Most of them 
are expected to be investigators, 
forensic, and DNA experts.s.

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Belleville mars arrested in brutal Ann Arbor murder 
Residents shocked as police take Boldiszar into custody.

Eric John Boldiszar, age 19, of 
Belleville has been arrested for the 
murder of Lee Ann Anderton, age 
30. Boldiszar and Anderton were 
both employees of Blockbuster 
Video on Jackson Street in Ann Ar¬ 
bor. Boldiszar had only recently 
been promoted to assistant manag¬ 
er of that store. 

At some time between 9:00 am 
and 9:50 am August 12, Anderton, 
an assistant manager at the store, 
was murdered when her throat was 
slit after being hit in the head The 
video store would not have been 
opened for business at that time. 
Police believe that customers re¬ 
turning videotapes during the mur¬ 
der were unaware of what was tak¬ 
ing place inside at the time. A cus¬ 
tomer returning videos shortly 
thereafter discovered her body. An¬ 


derton had worked at that location 
for two months. 

Ann Arbor police were called to 
the scene at which time they took 
surveillance video from nearby busi¬ 
nesses to determine whether some¬ 
one could be seen entering the 
store, perhaps filming the killer be¬ 
fore they entered the business. 
“Nothing will be left uncovered until 
the suspect is arrested,” said 
Sergeant Mike Logghe in a released 
statement. 

During questioning of some of 
the eight employees that worked at 
that particular Blockbuster store on 
the Tuesday following the murder, 
police noticed a scratch on Boldis- 
zaris face. Police didn't believe that 
Boldiszar’s answers as to that 
scratch and other questions, added 
up. On Wednesday they questioned 
Boldiszar further discovering that 
his alibi couldn’t be confirmed. 
Thursday, Ann Arbor police arrest¬ 


ed Boldiszar for the crime. 

They believe that on the day of 
the murder Boldiszar came to the 
store early hoping to enter while An¬ 
derton was out making a bank de¬ 
posit. Having access to the security 
system in the store, Boldiszar was 
able to gain entiy easily. Having 
parked in a lot behind the store, 
Boldiszar walked up the stairs and 
around to the front of the store to 
get in. 

“We believe he was just going to 
^ernpty the cash drawers,” said Chief 
Dan Oates. 

Returning before she was ex¬ 
pected, police believe that Anderton 
surprised Boldiszar when she en¬ 
tered the store. At that time he hit 
her on the head, then stabbed her 
several times. 

Boldiszar had no previous crimi¬ 
nal record. Friends and family are 
shocked by the incident and find it 
hard to believe that the young man 


they know could be the same per¬ 
son who would commit such a terri¬ 
ble ciime. “He was a first offender 
and may not have had to do time for 
the robbery, but he covered it with a 
horrific crime,” said Oates. 

Anderton’s father, Larkin 
Jackson released a statement 
following the arrest. “There are 
no words I can say to express 
how wonderful a daughter she 
was. I don’t remember ever hav¬ 
ing to do correction with her. 
She was beautiful, a 100 percent 
blessing her whole life,” said 
Jackson. 

Anderton leaves behind a 9- 
year old daughter. Blockbuster 
had offered an award for tips 
that would lead to the arrest of 
the murderer. They will now do¬ 
nate that money to a fund for the 
Anderton family. Donations can 
be made at the Ann Arbor Block¬ 
buster store or any Key Bank. 


Man pulls gun in case nf airport road rage 

Ebinoff bound over in road rage case 


Two men involved in a case of 
road rage near Metro Airport may 
think again before deciding to vent 
on the road. One who allegedly 
stared down the barrel of a gun, and 
the other who could spend time in 
prison for his role in the June 16th al¬ 
tercation. 

Robert Ebinoff has been bound 
over by Judge Brian Oakley in the 
34th District Court on felonious as¬ 
sault charges after Oakley found fact 
to support the charges as filed by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s office. 

Ebinoff could face up to 20 years 
in prison if convicted. 

The charges stem from the June 
16th incident in which Ebinoff en¬ 
countered Keith Hayes of Metro Car 
while traveling down to the South 
Terminal at Metro. Hayes testified 
that he was returning the car he 
drove for his company and noticed a 
red truck coming up really fast in his 
rearview mirror “It was a construc¬ 
tion zone,” said Hayes. ‘I know the 
posted speed limit had to be 25 miles 


per hour he was going at least 50.” 

Hayes then testified that the de¬ 
fendant cut him off at which time he 
had to apply his brakes hard in order 
to stop his vehicle, then Ebinoffs ve¬ 
hicle slowed down in front of Hayes. 
“I don’t know what he was thinking,” 
said Hayes. Upset, Hayes moved 
over to the next lane, got next to the 
defendant’s vehicle and said, “What’s 
your problem?” 

Hayes testified that he did not 
threaten Ebinoff in any way, that he 
had no weapon. According to his 
statement he made hand gestures 
and just asked him what his problem 
was. “He said some things back to 
me, followed me, and then spit on 
my car” said Hayes. “I was very frus¬ 
trated and to be frank with you, I 
was really pissed.” 

Hayes pulled over, and got out of 
his car. The defendant stopped 
about ten feet away from Hayes. 
“Nothing was stopping him from 
moving forward,” said Hayes. “I* 
started to walk towards him. and as I 


arrived at the end of the car I noticed 
the defendant sitting in the truck lift¬ 
ing his arm up with a gun in his 
hand,” he said. 

Testimony revealed that Hayes 
saw a barrel of a gun faced out of the 
window, pointed in his direction as 
he moved towards the defendant’s 
vehicle. “My natural inclination 
kicked in, and I got out of there,” said 
Hayes. “I was unbelievably afraid.” 

Further testimony reports that 
Ebinoff allegedly told Hayes he was a 
police officer “and your F**ked.” “I 
made a stupid move getting out of 
my vehicle,” said Hayes. 

Hayes got back into his car and 
took off toward the South termi¬ 
nal. At some point he saw a Wayne 
County Sheriff. He flagged the offi¬ 
cer down and told him about the 
encounter with Ebinoff just a few 
minutes previous. Corporal 
Robert Tiffen had been patrolling 
the area and noticed someone be¬ 
hind him flashing his lights and 
honking his horn. “He told me 


there’s a gentleman who just 
pulled a gun on me,” said Tiffen in 
testimony. 

The officer proceeded to go af¬ 
ter the red Dodge pickup truck. 
He stopped Ebinoff two tenths of a 
mile up the road, and waited for 
backup to arrive. “We arrested the 
suspect. I saw the gun after I took 
him into custody,” said the officer. 

The weapon found by police in 
Ebinoff’s car was a 45-caliber pis¬ 
tol, loaded with eight rounds. One 
round of hollow points. Upon in¬ 
vestigation, Tiffen found that Ebi¬ 
noff did have a legal CCW permit. 

Prosecutor Maria Petito asked 
Oakley to bind over on charges as 
submitted. Attorneys for Ebinoff 
argued that he was using self-de¬ 
fense, and that the defendant was 
merely brandishing the weapon to 
scare Hayes away. 

The argument didn’t wash with 
Oakley. Ebinoff will stand trial in 
the Wayne County Circuit Courts. 
He remains free on personal bond.

The plundering of Wipe 
County—McNamara and 
appointees hiul in cash 


Whew! Last week I took offense to 
the bureaurcratic positions that were 
being added at the City of Romulus. 
This week daily newspapers broke a 
story that depicted County Executive 
Edward McNamara’s over-zealous 
use of taxpayers’ money. It makes the 
Romulus story paltry in comparison. 

Essentially, our great leader McNa¬ 
mara has managed to employ 332 
people that report to him. When he 
began the job 16 year’s ago the num¬ 
ber was less than 100. As a compari¬ 
son, County Executive Brooks Pat¬ 
terson in Oakland County employs 
less than 40. 

What is even more astonishing is 
that 112 of these positions command 
a salary of over $100,000. For instance 
McNamara’s assistant, Mary Zucker- 
man earns over $160,000. Compared 
to Gov. John Engler, the lieutenant 
governor, attorney general, and secre¬ 
tary of state’s office that collectively 
have a grand total of 34 appointees 
paid over $100,000, the Executive’s 
list is stunning. 

But what really takes the cake is 
that most of these executives take 
part in a pension plan that pays them 
$5 for every dollar they put in. Many 
private industry firms offer a match¬ 
ing 1 to 1 plan, but 5 to 1 is unheard 
of in private or public situations. 

McNamara has done all he can to 
keep this information under wraps. 
The daffies took him to court, and 
the Executive appealed the decision 
all the way to the Michigan State 
Supreme Court. After spending over

Let’s make one thing clear at the 
beginning of this column.

Those appointments 
are paid by you and I over $4,000,000 
a year base plus many of them are 
given cars, the world’s best 401K 
and who knows what else.

sick day and pension rules to the 
benefit of his appointees. 

But the corruption Isn’t limited 
to the county’s executive branch. 
Wayne County’s part-time Com¬ 
missioners pull down salaries of 
about $65,000 per year for attend¬ 
ing two commission meetings per 
month and a few committee meet¬ 
ings during the year. Additionally 
they have included themselves in 
the 5-1 match in retirement “nest 
eggs.” This at a time when even 
city councils are eliminating retire¬ 
ment plans for part-time elected 
officials. 

How and when did the County 
Executive get the authority to 
make unilateral changes to pen¬ 
sion and other benefits? Was it a 
“quid pro quo” to quietly include 
the commissioners? 

These rip-offs of the taxpayers 
should be front and center as is¬ 
sues in the upcoming November 
elections, particularly where in¬ 
cumbents are being challenged. If 
they are not, we will know the can¬ 
didates don’t care about the tax¬ 
payers and only want to clamber 
aboard the gravy train.

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In addition to the huge salaries, 
appointees get more than generous 
perks. Fifty of them get unlimited 
use of county cars while others get 
car “allowances” of $400 to $500 a 
month regardless of how often they 
use their own cars on county busi¬ 
ness. Under IRS rules expense reim¬ 
bursements of over $25 dollars not 
supported by receipts are consid¬ 
ered taxable income. Were those car 
allowances reported on appointees’ 
W-2’s for income tax purposes? 

Perhaps the most egregious perk 
is the “match” of five taxpayers’ dol¬ 
lars for each dollar the appointee 
puts into his individual 40IK type 
account up to 2.5% of his base salary.

But why should appointees 
get that benefit at all regardless of 
the amount of the match?

Since 9-11, international events 
dominate the news. Great material 
for daily newspapers, TV news, and

It turned out well for me because 
I wrote about the place where I 
lived, worked, married, and raised 
my children in a house that had 
been handed down from friend to 
friend for 30 years in a friendly cot¬ 
tage community with close neigh¬ 
bors who spent their days on decks 
and pontoon boats. 

A place where neighbors shared 
the fun, boats and beers, and the 
work, keeping beaches sandy and 
docks floating. 

But maybe those good old days 
in the early eighties, when strangers 
at a stoplight would pull up to you 
and hand you a beer, are as remote 
to today’s 9-11 world as the forties, a 
time when you could smoke in hos¬ 
pitals.

Override of Engler's veto was a tr@m§nious victory 


To the editor: 

On Tuesday, I voted to override 
Governor Engler’s recent veto 
which stripped more than $840 
million in revenue sharing pay¬ 
ments to Michigan counties, cities, 
townships and villages money 
that is used to fund vital county 
and city services such as police 
protection, fire departments, and 
road repair. 

When the vote came, 105 mem¬ 
bers voted to override with Rep. 
Richner being the only no vote 
cast and 3 members choosing not 


to vote. The State Senate immedi¬ 
ately followed suit and voted to 
override the Governor by a margin 
of 36-1. If the veto had been al¬ 
lowed to stand, Wayne County 
would have lost more than $49 mil¬ 
lion and Westland would have 
been out more than $4.5 million. 

I consider what we did to be a 
tremendous victory for local com¬ 
munities and the families who live 
in them. Although restoring rev¬ 
enue sharing is a great start, 
there’s much more to do. The gov¬ 
ernor made a number of other ve¬ 
toes in bipartisan budgets passed 


by the Legislature that I think 
should be overridden. 

Those vetoes include: 

• More than $7.4 million in fire 
protection grants. These are funds 
that the state provides to local 
communities to protect state 
buildings such as universities. 
Cities in Wayne County will lose 
$2,077,403.85 if this veto is allowed 
to stand; 

• Approximately $3 million from 
the Low-Income and Energy Effi¬ 
ciency Program Assistance Fund 
to Community Action Agencies 
around the state. These funds 


would support energy shutoff pro¬ 
tection programs for low-income 
seniors and veterans; 

• Language requiring the De¬ 
partment of Consumer & Industry 
Services to provide funding for six 
workers’ compensation mediator 
positions; 

• $250,000 from domestic vio¬ 
lence supervised parenting time 
centers; 

• $150,000 for three emergency 
homeless shelters; and, 

• 100,000 from Medicaid. 

Ever since Engler vetoed rev¬ 
enue sharing payments a little over 


two weeks ago, I have been calling 
for an override vote. I knew that 
the loss of these payments would 
cripple cities and towns across the 
state, and I felt that the governor 
was merely “playing politics” at the 
expense of Michigan families and 
local communities. 

After pressure from Democratic 
Legislators and local officials from 
across the state, Republican lead¬ 


ers did an about face and joined 
with Democrats to override the 
governor’s veto. 

I am very pleased that lawmak¬ 
ers on the other side of the aisle 
heard our call for an override vote. 
Anderson. “People should always 
come before politics.

In the August 15, 2002 edition of 
The Romulus Roman, a front page 
article written by Ms. Brenda Gracin 
and titled “Despite PD cutbacks, 
new public safety department creat¬ 
ed” gave a narrow and, on many lev¬ 
els, inaccurate assessment of the 
city’s plans to restructure the Ro¬ 
mulus Police Department so that an 
expanded and improved Romulus 
Fire Department can be funded. 

I found the article a disappoint¬ 
ing assessment of our actual plans 
and actions. It was, in feet, more ac¬ 
cusatory in tone than supportive of 
our proactive efforts to improve vital 
community services. 

One of the more disappointing 
aspects of this article was the quote 
attributed to Judge Brian Oakley in 
which he gave his personal assess¬ 
ment of our plans. In the article 
Judge Oakley is quoted as saying, “I 
can’t see how they are thinking ... 
Our officers are busy overseeing the 
safety of the community, cutting 
them and hiring additional firefight¬ 
ers who may not be used doesn’t 
make sense.” 

If Judge Oakley did in fact say 
this, then I must agree with him that 
he can’t fully understand the reason¬ 
ing of our actions and plans. He has 
not, on any level, been involved with 
the painstaking process the forward- 
thinking members of Romulus City 


Council and myself have gone 
through to create an action plan 
that will restructure the police de¬ 
partment without layoffs while pro¬ 
viding the city with funds to create a 
much needed expanded fire depart¬ 
ment complete with full-time emer¬ 
gency medical services and state of- 
the-art lifesaving equipment. 

I also agree with on point of 
Judge Oakley’s quote: “our officers 
are busy overseeing the safety of the 
community.” 

Romulus police officers will con¬ 
tinue to do so without a reduction of 
on-the-street manpower. Once and 
hopefully for all it should be clearly, 
concisely and singularly understood 
'that the term ‘‘restructuring” is not 
a poorly veiled code for layoffs, cut¬ 
backs or firings of the police officers 
who patrol our streets and guard 
the public safety. 

The single component of the po¬ 
lice department restructuring is a re¬ 
tirement package that executive of¬ 
ficers are free to accept or decline. 
No order, mandate, or dictate have 
ever come down from my office or 
city council demanding layoffs or fir¬ 
ings of any Romulus police officers. 

As to Judge Oakley’s assessment 
that we are “hiring additional fire¬ 
fighters who may not be used,” I 
would advise this good, decent and 
fair man to take a driving tour 
around our city. Even as the national 


and local economies struggle, Ro¬ 
mulus is experiencing unprecedent¬ 
ed growth. It is the belief of this ad¬ 
ministration and city council that 
our longtime citizens deserve vastly 
improved fire and EMS response 
tunes. 

It is also our belief that those who 
are choosing any one of Romulus’s 
five new residential developments as 
their home demand no less than the 
peace of mind knowing their homes 
and families are protected by a full- 
service fire and EMS department. 

It is a generally accepted as¬ 
sumption of any civilized, democrat¬ 
ic society that police officers and fire¬ 
fighters “may not be used.” In all 
honesty, that is the hope. Weeks, 
months, even years may pass before 
any of us may have a need for a po¬ 
lice officer’s help or a firefighter’s as¬ 
sistance. 

Then there’s that one time. That 
one early morning home invasion. 
That electrical socket spark to the 
carpet at midnight. Or that one me¬ 
chanically troubled airplane that 
threatens the safety of a neighbor¬ 
hood. 

At these times, it’s a little late to 
hire more patrol officers or firefight¬ 
ers. The need in that single moment 
is immediate and the response must 
be effective. This is why city council 
and I have taken great pains to re¬ 
structure our police department

and plan for an expanded fire de¬ 
partment.

Here’s more complete informa¬ 
tion about Westland’s pension re¬ 
cipients [information we left out of 
Chuck Papinau’s previous letter —

• Charles “Trav” Griffin — 
served four years full-time as may¬ 
or, and 12 part-time on the city 
council. He purchased pension 
time for eight years and five 
months, costing him $10,301 but 
costing Westland $56,281 or $3,480 
per year for 19 years to purchase 
the credits. The city would not re¬ 
veal his pension. 

• Michael Gorman — receives a 
$48,065 per year pension after 
working full-time on the mayor’s 


staff for 12 years and purchasing 13 
years. He cost the city $47,578 or 
$2,498 per year for 19 years. 

• Sylvia Kozorosky-Wiacek — 
receives a $60,023 per year pension 
after working full-time for 22 years 
and eight months and purchasing 
six years and eight months for 
$12,737.67. She cost the city $52,041 
or $2,480 per year for 30 years. 

This is just a small sample of the 
obscene pensions paid to the cho¬ 
sen few in Westland. 

All this is in addition to paid 
hospitalization, dental, and vision 
for retirees and their families for life 
for free.

Belleville’s roil ti lei’ title lees thru Wyandotte 

Tigers must get off to a fast start to be contenders

A high school team with three 
starters returning to its roster usual¬ 
ly isn't considered as a serious candi¬ 
date to win a football title in the Red 
Division, the top tier of the Mega 
Conference. They are usually classi¬ 
fied with those teams that are “re¬ 
building for the future.” 

But, past practice has shown that 
when it comes to football titles, no 
coach ever looks past Belleville. A 
year ago, most high school prognos¬ 
ticators didn’t believe that Coach 
Bob LaPointe’s Tigers could finish 
near the top of their division, let 
alone at the top of the division’s 
standings. 


The Tigers not only shared the ti¬ 
tle, with Allen Park, but made it to 
the state playoffs where a strong 
Westland John Glenn ball club elimi¬ 
nated them in the first round 

In his 11th year as head coach at 
Belleville - his 22nd as a varsity coach 
- LaPointe has ‘three or four starters 
from last year to build his 2002 squad 
around.” So you would think that 
the veteran coach would not include 
words such as ‘title contender” in his 
pre-season dialogue. However, La¬ 
Pointe believes that the 2002 Tigers 
have a shot at the championship, 
but with reservations. 

“We have a lot of work to do to 
shore up the huge holes left by grad¬ 
uation,” admits LaPointe. “I think 
well be all-right, especially if we can 


get offto a fast start. 

That start for the Tigers begins a 
day later than most of the local 
teams. Belleville opens the season 
on Friday, Aug. 30, when the Tigers 
will host Walled Lake Western. With 
the departure of perennial power 
Farmington Hills Harrison from the 
Western Lakes Conference, Western 
stands to inherit the conference W-L 
title. 

“They (Western) have an excel¬ 
lent football program. In fact, a cou¬ 
ple of years ago they won a Class A 
state,” remarked LaPointe. “It will 
be a good opening-day test for our 
kids.” 

LaPointe and staff, which in¬ 
cludes assistants Ed Krumm, Rod 
Fisher, and Wes Westhoffi will build 


their team around experienced 
holdovers Bob Block, Teremayne 
McLilley, and Devon Geralds. All 
three started last year for the Tigers 
who finished with an overall 7-3 
record. 

Block will return as a strong safe¬ 
ty and also use his 6-1,190-pounds of 
talent to work as a tight end on of¬ 
fense; McLilley, presently hobbling 
because of an ankle injury, is a 5-9, 
170-pound running back who La¬ 
Pointe is counting on to put points 
on the board, while Geralds is a 
hard-nosed 6-2, 230-pound senior 
fullback who is a threat with or with¬ 
out the balL 

With a group of 50 candidates re¬ 
porting to camp last week, inciden¬ 
tally that’s one of the largest groups 


to report to camp in recent years, La¬ 
Pointe has an excellent group to fill 
the vacancies created by the June 
graduation. He is looking at two 
candidates - Tyler Jones, a 6-1, 170- 
pound junior and Brock Lucker a 6- 
3,180-pound versatile athlete, for the 
quarterback’s job. 

“If Jones gets the nod, we can use 
Luckei; who has excellent hands, as 
a wide receiver.” 

LaPointe also has a pair of out¬ 
standing senior linemen in tackle 
Jayson Kloc, who is 5’10”, 230- 
pounds, and Chris Dogan, a 6-0,245- 
pound senior as a defensive end 
when he’s not playing guard on of¬ 
fense. 

LaPointe says that any hopes of 
holding on to its share of the Red Di¬ 


vision title will be determined by 
whether his team can get off to a fast 
start. 

“If we get bogged down early, it 
may prove very costly. There are 
some excellent teams in this division 
who covet the title,” says LaPointe. 

The division has six other schools 
- Dearborn Fordson, Monroe, Gar¬ 
den City, Allen Park, Thylor Truman, 
and Wyandotte this season. 

LaPointe stressed “that the road 
to the title goes through Wyandotte. 
“A year ago, Wyandotte finished third 
in this league, then went on to reach 
the state semi-finals. They have 
most of those kids back and if you 
want to talk about championships, 
you definitely have to include them 
in the discussioa”

Far the second week in a row, the 
undefeated Twisters averted disaster 
thanks to a come-from behind rally.

Who will replace

With defending champ Farming- 
ton Hills Harrison moving out of the 
Western Lakes Conference and into 
the Oakland Activities Conference, 
there will be a new Western Lakes 
Conference champ crowned at the 
end of the 2002 football season. 

But who will inherit the Western 
Lakes Conference’s crown and be¬ 
come the next superpower?

Barring iqjuries, the Westlanders 
should have one of the more pro¬ 
ductive offensive backfields in the 
area as Coach Chuck Gordon will 
have returning to his lineup All-Area 
quarterback Brian Ceckiewicz and 
All-Area junior runningback DeAn- 
thony Cranberry. 

Ceckiewicz, a senior, has two 
years of varsity experience behind 
him, and the potential talent to lead 
the Rockets to another conference
